You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  hall,  in  said 
Bedford,  on  Tuesday,  the  fourteenth  day  of  March  next,  at 
ten  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects : 

Article  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

Art.  2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  defray  Town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  make 
appropriations  for  the  same. 

To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  support  of  the  poor,  for  repair 
of  roads  and  bridges,  for  Memorial  Day,  and  for  any  other 
necessary  expenses  of  the  Town. 

Art.  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow  a  discount 
on  early  payment  of  taxes;  if  so,  to  fix  the  time  and  rate. 

Art.  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  fifteen  dollars  for  the  care  of  the  clock 
on  the  church. 
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Art.  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  the  care  of  the 
new  cemetery. 

Art.  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  fifteen  dollars  for  the  care  of  Joppa  cem- 
etery. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  hire  money  if  needed. 

Art.  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  pay  for  the  bond 
required  by  the  Town  for  the  Town  Treasurer  and  Tax  Col- 
lector.

The  annual  meeting  of  the  school  district  was  held  in 
the  Town  Hall,  Saturday,  April  2,  at  two  o'clock. 

Mr.  Edmund  B.  Hull  was  elected  moderator,  Mr.  Frank 
E.  Manning,  clerk,  and  Mr.  W.  S'.  Manning,  treasurer. 

Mi*.  Arthur  W.  Davis  was  elected  member  of  the  School 
Board  for  three  years,  and  Mr.  Harrold  S.  Wonson  member 
of  the  School  Board  for  two  years. 

It  was  voted  to  raise  the  sum  of  $12,000  to  build  a  new 
school  house  at  Number  1.  The  School  Board  were  ap- 
pointed a  committee  to  select  a  lot  and  build  the  school 
house  in  conjunction  with  the  following  advisory  com- 
mittee appointed  by  the  moderator:  Mr.  Charles  P. 
Farley,  Mr.  George  H.  Wiggin,  and  Mr.  Ervin  R.  French. 
At  a  meeting  of  the  committee,  Mr.  Wonson  was  chosen 
as  chairman  of  the  building  committee.  Following  is  a 
concise  report  which  we  offer  for  your  perusal,  showing 
where  the  money  has  gone  and  for  what  purpose.

Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


Goffstown,  IS".  H.,  February  10,  1922. 
To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Bedford: 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  report  as  superintendent 
of  schools.  The  statistics  appended  refer  to  the  year  end- 
ing July  1,  1921,  but  my  remarks  include  the  work  of  this 
year  as  well.  From  the  statistics  you  will  note  that  the 
school  population  has  remained  about  the  same  during  the 
five  year  period,  the  average  membership  being  about  175. 
The  per  cent  of  attendance  was  higher  last  year  than  for 
any  other  year,  but  I  regret  to  say  that  the  number  of 
tardy  marks  increased.  The  record  for  the  fall  term  of 
this  year,  however,  is  better  than  ever  before.  Tardiness 
is  largely  a  matter  of  habit  and  we  are  making  strenuous 
efforts  to  break  a  bad  habit.  Usually  we  are  well  sup- 
ported by  the  parents  in  our  efforts  but  occasionally  we 
find  a  parent  who  cannot,  or  will  not,  see  the  reasonableness 
of  prompt  and  regular  attendance. 

We  are  not  yet  able  to  secure  as  many  well-trained 
teachers  as  we  should  but  this  year  only  one  is  employed 
who  has  not  had  previous  experience  and  she  has  had  one 
summer  at  normal  school.  We  were  more  fortunate  than 
most  country  towns  in  being  able  to  hold  all  but  two  of 
the  teachers  of  last  year.  Salaries  have  remained  the  same 
and  there  is  little  prospect  of  a  material  change,  or  should 
there  be  because  the  price  of  board  remains  the  same. 

A  nurse  has  made  one  examination  of  all  pupils  both  in 
1920-1921  and  this  year.  In  the  spring,  when  weather 
and  traveling  will  permit,  she  will  again  make  the  rounds 
and  find  out  what   attention  has  been  paid  to  the  card 
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notices  sent  to  the  parents.  If  you  as  a  parent  have  re- 
ceived a  card  from  the  nurse  stating  that  your  child  seems 
to  have  evidence  of  physical  defects  it  is  your  duty  to  have 
your  child  carefully  examined  by  your  family  physician 
and  if  defects  are  found  to  have  them  remedied  ii  possible. 
We  cannot  expect  good  mental  results  from  pupils  mentally 
handicapped. 

Kepeatedly  I  have  called  your  attention  to  the  fact  that 
the  school  buildings  are  old  and  need  continual  patching. 
The  past  year  No.  11  school  was  remodeled,  being  the  last 
school  in  town  to  have  its  toilet  facilities  made  decent  and 
clean.  The  coming  year  the  building  at  No.  5  should  have 
its  interior  walls  painted  and  at  least  one  side  of  the  roof 
shingled.  The  building  at  No.  3  needs  remodeling  and 
paint  on  the  exterior.  The  No.  4  building  looks  well  on 
the  outside  but  should  have  a  new  tloor  and  a  renovated 
interior.  This  building  has  very  bad  lighting.  When  the 
contemplated  bridge  is  built  across  the  Merrimack  at  So. 
Manchester,  this  building  will  no  longer  be  adequate  and  it 
is  a  question  as  to  bow  much  should  be  laid  out  on  the 
present  structure. 

At  No.  6  the  situation  remains  the  same  as  reported  last 
year.  This  building  is  in  the  poorest  condition  of  all  and 
is  overcrowded.  The  seventh  and  eighth  grades  are  being 
sent  to  the  Varney  school  in  Manchester.  A  suitable  lot 
should  be  secured  for  a  new  building  in  this  community 
while  such  lots  can  be  reasonably  obtained. 

Like  No.  6,  No.  5  school  now  has  only  the  first  six  grades. 
The  pupils  of  grades  7  and  8  readily  agreed  to  go  to  No.  L. 
If  more  of  our  7th  and  8th  grade  pupils  would  go  to  the 
Center  the  outlying-  schools  would  be  relieved  of  the  dis- 
cipline of  the  adolescent  child  and  better  work  could  be 
done.  It  is  natural  for  a  teacher  to  concentrate  on  the  Sth 
grade  pupils  since  she  wants  to  be  sure  that  they  will 
graduate.  This  intensive  preparation  for  high  school 
could  be  better  given  where  the  grades  are  fewer. 
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Commissioner  Butterfield  has  plainly  pointed  out  that  if 
we  are  to  save  the  one-room  school  we  must  make  those 
schools  attract  pupils.  There  is  no  better  way  to  induce 
good  families  to  settle  in  a  town  than  to  maintain  good 
schools  and  this  means  good  buildings,  well  lighted  anH 
ventilated,  equipped  with  modern  appliances  and  taught 
by  trained  and  contented  teachers.  The  latter  requirement 
can  be  furnished  only  by  the  support  of  the  parents.  In 
fact,  we  can  have  only  as  good  schools  as  the  community 
will  support.  Tiere  are  256  school  districts  in  New  Hamp- 
shire and  of  these  166  pay  more  for  the  current  expenses 
of  the  elementary  schools  than  does  Bedford  and  89  pay 
less.  Bartlett  Special  district  heads  the  list,  paying  $21.39 
per  thousand  of  equalized  valuation.  Bedford  pays  $7.54 
per  thousand  for  the  same  items. 

In  closing  this,  my  fifth  annual  report,  I  wish  to  thank 
those  citizens  who  have  so  well  supported  the  schools  and 
often  given  teachers  and  officials  a  helpful  word  and  en- 
couraged us  in  the  work  we  are  doing.

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REPORT  ON  CONSTRUCTION  OF  THE  NEW 
SCHOOL  BUILDING  AT  DISTRICT  NO.  1. 

To  the  School  Board  of  the  Town  of  Bedford : 

The  new  two-room  school  building,  which  was  authorized 
at  the  annual  school  meeting  held  on  Saturday,  April  2, 
1921,  was  completed  and  occupied  on  November  3,  1921. 

After  carefully  considering  all  suggested  sites  for  the 
new  building,  the  Building  Committee  and  the  Advisory 
Committee  decided  to  retain  the  site  occupied  by  the  old 
building,  purchasing  such  additional  land  from  the  adjoin- 
ing property  owners  as  was  necessary  to  give  us  an  adequate 
amount  of  land  for  the  new  building.  In  accordance  with 
this  decision,  approximately  one  acre  of  land  was  pur- 
chased from  Mrs.  Annie  A.  Parkkurst,  and  a  portion  of 
this  land  was  later  exchanged  with  Mrs.  Marion  Miller  f  >r 
a  portion  of  her  land  immediately  adjoining  the  old  school 
lot, 

The  plans  and  specifications  of  the  building  were  drawn 
up  under  the  supervision  of  the  architect  selected  by  tne 
Building  Committee,  Mr.  J.  Edward  Baker,  of  Manches- 
ter, N.  H.  These  plans  and  specifications,  which  were 
drawn  up  in  accordance  with  the  standards  of  the  Now 
Hampshire  State  Board  of  Education,  were  approved  ioy 
a  representative  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  before  the 
contract  for  constructing  the  school  house  was  placed.  Bi  da 
were  requested  and  received  from  a  list  of  reliable  con- 
tractors supplied  by  the  Manchester  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, supplemented  by  the  names  of  contractors  suggested 
by  members  of  the  Advisory  Committee  and  other  Bed- 
ford residents.  The  plans  and  specifications  were  sub- 
mitted to  the  contractors  on  Wednesday,  May  11,  and  the 
bids  were  opened  on  Friday,  May  20.  As  all  bids  received 
were  in  excess  of  the  appropriation,  it  was  necessary  to 
revise  the  plans  and  specifications,  and  these  revised  plans 
were  submitted  to  the  contractors  on  Saturday,  June  4. 
The  bids  were  received  on  Friday,  June  17,  and  the  con- 
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tract  for  constructing  the  building  was  awarded  to  Mr. 
Peter  Groux,  of  Manchester,  who  had  submitted  the  lowest 
bid,  of  $9,850,  for  the  construction  of  the  building.  The 
contract  for  painting  was  awarded  to  Mr.  John  Biyson,  at 
$579.  The  first  load  of  material  arrived  on  Saturday, 
June  18,  and  actual  construction  was  commenced  on  Mon- 
day, June  20.  A  summary  of  the  cost  of  the  land  and  the 
construction  of  the  building  is  given  below :
